agame bpon the earth; ſo that he ſhalt be none of my Jurp,, neither 
hall he come neerer me then the length of my KRapier will ſuffer

Indeed, quoth Cloth aiechet, generally Sergeants be bad, but 
there be amongũ them ſome honeſt men, that will dos their duties 
with lawfult fanouar : foz,to ſap truth; if Sergeants were not, bow 
Gould men come by their debts ? marry they are \@ cruell in their 
office, that if they arreft a pooze man, they will not ſufer him it be 
hath not money) to ſtay a quarter of an hours to talke with his 
Creditoz, although perhaps at the meting they might take campo⸗ 
ftion ; but onely to the Counter with him, vnlefle he will lay his 
Pewter, Bꝛaſſe, Coueriets, ®he&tes, oz ſuch houſhold-ftuffe , to 
them fo pawne of paiment of ſome copne fo; their aying: thers- 
ſoze let him depart out of the place,foz his roame is better then his 
company. Well then,quoth J. what ſay you to theſe tha? and 
with that I queſtioned their names: the one ſaid he was a um- 
ner, the other a Gasler,and the third an Infozmer. Jeſus bleſſe me 
(quoth Cloth bz&echec ) what a Ging was heere gathered together? 
no doubt hell is bzoke looſe, and the Diuell meanes ts kepe Yol-s 
lidap: I make challerge againft them all, as againſt wozſe men 


then thoſe that gane euidence againſt Chziſt 2 foz the — A is 
ootes 
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bootes mo to ſap little moze againſt him, then Chaucer did in his 

- who ſaid ho was a knane,a Bztber, + a Bawd: 
but leaning that authozitie, although it bee authenticall, yet thus 
much J can ſap of my (tife,that theſe dznnken dꝛowile ſonnes gee 
a tedting adzoad(as they themſelues tearme it) which is to heare it 
any man hath got his maid with child,oz playes the godfellow with 
his neighbours wife : if he finde a hole in any mans coat that is of 
wealth, then he hath his peremptozte citation ready to cite him vn- 
to the Archdeacons,0z Dfficials Court, there to appeare and abive 
the ſhame and penalty of the Law: the man perhaps in good credit 
with his neighbours, loth to bzing his name in queſtion, greaſeth 
the Sumner in the fiſt,and then he wipes him out of the booke, and 
fuffers him to get twenty with child, ſo he keepe him warme in the 
hand. Pehatha ſaying to wanton wines, and they are his good 
Dames, and as long as they feed him with Cheeſe, Baton, Capons, 
and ſuch odde reuerons, they are honeft: and be they neuer ſo bad, 
 hefweares to the Officiall complaints are made enuy, te the 
women are of good behaniour. Tuſh, what bawdzF is it he will not 
ſuffer,ſo he may haus money, and goed cheere ? and if hes like the 
Wench well, a ſnateh himſelte, foʒ they know all the Whozes in a 
country, cars as lecherous companions as may be. To be bziefe,the 
Samner liues vpon fins of people, & out of darlotry gets he al his 
commodities. As fo; the Gaoler, although J haue beene little trou- 
bled in pziſon,to haue experience of his knaut ry: pet haue J heard 
the pooze pziſoners complainehaw cruell they be to them,ertozting 
with extraozdinary fees, ſelling a double turtail (as they call it) 
-with a double ingge of beers foz two pence, which containes not a- 
-boue a pint and ahalfe. Let a pooze man de arreſted into one of the 
Counters,though he but ſet his foote in them but halſt an houre, he 
ſhall be almeft at an Angels charge: what with garnich, crofing, 
and wiping out of the booke, turning the kev, paping the Chamber- 
laine, feeing fo; his Jurp, and twenty ſuch extoztions, inuented 
by themſelues, and not allowed by any Statute. Oos bleſſe mee, 
Gaoler from your Þen-houſes, as J will keepe pou from comming 
in my Queft. And to pou, &. Jnfozmer, pon that looke like a ciuill 
Cittizen, oʒ fome handſome Petty-fogger of the Law: although 
pour crumſon noſe bewzaves pou can = off a coole cup of Bache 
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without any chewing, pet haue you as much knauery in your ſive 
Pouch there, as would bz&d the confuſion of foztp honeſt men. It 
map be, Sir, that you maruell why J exclaime againſt the Infoz- 
mer, ſith he is a molt neceſſary member in the common and 
is highly to the Pzinces aduantage foz the benefit of penall Sta- 
tutes and other abuſes, whereof he giueth ſpeciall intelligence? To 
wipe aut this doubt, 3 ſpeake not againſt the Dffice, but the Dfft- 
cer, againſt ſuch as abuſe Law when they ſhould vſe it, and ſuch a 
one I gelle this fellow tobe, by the Carnation tincture of his rubp 
noſe. Therefozelet vs ſearch his-bagge,and (@ what traſh pou ſhall 
find in it: with that, although the Jnfozmer were verploth, pet we 
pluckt out the ſtuffing of his Pouch, and in it was found a hundzed 
and odde UWizits : Whereat I wondzed: and Cloth bzeches \mt- 
ling bade me read the Labels, and the parties names aud thenexa - 
mine the znfozmer how man p of them he knew, and wherein they 
had offended. J followed his counſell, and of all he knew but thzee, 
neither could he tell what they had done amiſſe to be arreſted, and 
bought in queſtlon. ” 
Clothbz&ches ſ&ing me ſtand in a maze,began thus to reſolue me 
in mp doubt. Perhaps,qv. he, pou maruell, why the 3nfo:zmer hath 
all theſe W2its, and knowes neither the parties, noz can obice any 
offence to them? To this 3 anſwer: that it being along vacation, he 
learned. in the rowle all thoſe mens names, e that they were men of 
indifferent wealth: Now meanes he to goe abzoad,and ſearch them 
out and arreſt them, and though they know not wherin, oz fo what 
cauſe thep ſhould be tronbled, pet rather then they will come vp to 
London and ſpend their monp, they will beſtow ſome odde * 
bpon maſter Infozmer, 4 ſo ſit at home in quiet. But ſuppoſe ſome 
be. ſo ſtubbozne as to ſtand to the trpall, pet can this cunning knaue 
declare a Tamquam againſt them,ſo that though they be cle&red, pet 
tan they haue norecompence at all, foz that he doth it in the Courts 
behalfe.J wil not bnfold allhis vallanies,but he is an abuſer of god 
lawes, g a berp knaue, and ſo let him be with his fellowes. J both 
won»2ed + laught toheareCloth bz&ches make this diſcourſe, when 
J ſaw two in the Uallp together by the eares,the one in leather, the 
other as blacke as the Diuell: J ſtept to them to part the fray, and 
queſtioned what they were, and whercfoze thep bzawled.z _ 
quot 
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guoth hee, that looktlike Lucifer, Though Jam black, J am not 
the Dinell, but indeede a Collier of Cropden, and one, Sir, that 
daus ſold many a man a falſe ſacke of coales, that both wanted mea- 
fore, and was balfe full of duſt and dꝛoſſe. Indeed J haue beene 
a Lieger in my time London, and haue played many madde 
pꝛankes: foz which tauſe, vau map apparantly'ſce, Jam made a 
curtall: foz the Pitlozy (in the fight of a great many good and 
ſufficient witneCſes ) dath eaten off both my eares: and now, Sir, 
this Ropemaker hanteth me heere with his Halters. J geſſe him 
to beſome euill ſpirit; that in the likenes of a man, would ſince 3 
haue paſt the Pillozy, perſwade mee to hang my feife foz my old 
offences : and therefoze fith J cannot bleſſe mee from him with 
Nomine Patris, Flay Spiritus Sanctus about his ſhoulders with a 
good Crab - tres cudgell, that he may get out of my company. 

The Ropemaker replyed, that honeftly iournping by the wap, 
perl atquatnted himſelfe with the Collier, and foz no other cauſe 
pzetended. Yoneſt with the Dinelt (quoth the Collier?) how 
tan hee be honeſt, whoſe mother J geſſe was a Witch? Foz J 
haue heard them lap, that Witches ſay their pꝛapers backward, 
and ſo doth the Ropemaker earns his liuing by going backward, 
and the knanes chiefelining is by making fatall infiruments , as 
halters and ropes, which diners deſperale men hang themſelues 
with. Well (quoth J) what ſay pon to thefe, ſhall they bee on 
the Jury Ueluet bꝛerches ſaid nothing, but Cloth bzeeches ſaid, 
In the ker he found no great falſehood in him, therfoꝛe hee 
was willing he hoald be one: but foz the Collier, hee thought 
it neceCary, that as he came, ſo he ſhould depart: ſo then 3 bade the 
Ropemaker ſtandby till moze came, which was not long: Foz there 
came thzee in acluſter. As ſoone as they dzew nie, J ſpyed one, a 
fat churie with a fide ruſſet coat to his kne& , and his bands all to 
tanned with ſhifting his Duſe, pet would A not take notice what 
they were, but queſtioned with them of their ſcuerall occupa- 
tions. "Parry quoth the firſt, J am a Tanner, the ſecond a 
Shoomaker, and the third a Currier? then turning to the Plain- 
tife and Dekendant, 7 aſked them if they would allow of thoſe 
parties. Mo, by my faith, quoth Cloth.bzeeches,J make challenge 
vnto them all, and J wil peeld 9 of impozt againſt them: firſt 
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to pon, Paſter Tanner, Are pou a man meet be ot᷑ a Jury, oben 

pour conſcience cares not to wong the whole Commonwealth 2 
vou reſpect not publike commoditie , but pzinate gaines* not to 
benefit pour neighbour, but foz to make the pzoud pzincore pour 
ſonne an Upſtart Gentleman: ans vecauſe vou would marry pour 
| - — the leaſt to an Eſquire, that ſhe map if it be . 

be a Gentlewoman : and how comes this to paſſe ? By pour Tan- 

fats fo:ſooth. Fo2, whereas by the ancient lawes and Statutes of 
England, you ſhould let a Hide lye in the Ouſe, at the leaſt nine 
moneths, vou can make god Leather ofit befoze thaee moneths, 
vou haue pour Doues pung,your Marie, your Aſhen barke , and a 
thouſand things moze, to bzing on pour Leather apate, that it is ſo 
badly Tanned, that when it comes to the wearing , then it fleetes 
a way like a piece of bzowne paper : And whereas pour backs, of all 
other,Chould be the beſt tanned vou bzing them ſo full of hozn to the 


market,that did vou not greaſe the Wealers of Leaden-hal thzough- - 


| „they ſhould neuer be ſealev, but turned away, and 
made fozfeit by the Statute. I cannot at large lap open your ſubtill 
p2acices to beguile the pooze comminalty with bad leather. But iet 
this ſuffice, pon leaue no villany vnſonght, to bzing the blackhead 
pour ſonne to goe afoze the Clowne his father, trimly triekt vp in 
a paire of Uelnet b:eeches. 

Now, maſter Currier, to pour coozenage ,- ydu tannot bee con- 
tent oni to burne the Leather you dzeſſe, fo; fault vf liquour, be- 
tauſe pon would make the Shoemaker pay welt, and pou put in lit- 
fie ſtuſfe: and beſide, when as in Backs pon ſhonld only put in Tal⸗ 
tow hard and good, pou put in ſoft Ritchin ſtuſte mixt, and ſo make 
the good and well tanned Leather by pour villany to fleete and 
wafteawap, but alſo peu grow to be an extozting naue, and a foze - 
Caller of the Market foʒ you will buy Leather, Stdes, Backs, and 
Calue ſkinnes, and ſell them to the pooge Shoomakers at an vn- 
reaſonabte rate, by pour falſe, retailing, getting infmitegoods by 
t hat exceſliue pꝛice: both vndsoing the pe @hoomaker, and cau- 
-fing vs that wee pay ertremety foz @haors. Foz if the Currier 
bought not Leather by the whole of the Tanner, the ®hoomaker 
might haut it at a moze reaſonable pzice: but the @hoomgker being 
page, is not perhaps able to de ale —— of Pides, nos per- 


haps 
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haps with a couple of Backs, and the Tanner will not truſt him: 
then the extozting and coozening-Currier comes vp with this, A 
— — ſo uche th him. that hee is ſcarſe able 
to unde his childzen bzead.. But well hath the Pzince and the Po! 
nozable Loads of the pziuy Councell pzouided by act of Parliament, 
that no Currier ſhall buy Leather, either Backes oz Bides of the 
Tanner, (0 to bzivle the extozting and fozeſtalling coozenage , bu 

craftilier and ſubtiller hath the knaue Currier croſ-vitten bong 
tute,in that be deales thus with the Tanner ,he makes him hold his 
Leather vnceaſonably to the Shamaker, and ſo when he cannot 


foz Loather tuery month, whereas he ſpends not in his ſhop a hun; 
dzed markes wozth in a peert: ſo the Shamahker buies it toabuſs 
the Statute, foz the Cureier, and the Currier by that meanes vi 
dweth the other Dhoomakers : thus two crafty knanes are met, and 
they niede nos Bieber. 

Now to pou,Gentle craft,you maſter Shomakerstpon can put in 
the inner ſole of a thin Calnes skin, when as the Shoo is a neates 
leather h, which you know is cleane contrary both to conſct- 
ence and the Statute. Beſide, pon will ioyne a Keates leather 
Uampey to a Calnes leather Yeele : is not heere good ſtuffe, ma- 
fter Shoomaker? Well, fo2 yonr knanery, you ſhall haue thoſe cur- 
ſes which belong vnto pour Craft: pou ſhall be light-footed to tra⸗ 
nell faree,light-witted, vpon every ſmall occaſion to giue your ma- 
ſters the dagge: pou ſhall be moſt of pon vnth2ifts, and almoſt all 
perfect good fellows. Beſide, J remember a merry ieſt, how Mer- 
cury bzought pou to a dangerous diſeaſe,foz he requeſted a boone foz 
pou, which fell out to pour great diſaduantage: and torecreate vs, 
beare a little, Gentle craft, what fell to pour trade by that winged 
Eod. As it happened on a time, that Iupicer and Mercury trauel- 
ling together vpon earth, Mercury was wonderfully hungry and 
yad no money in his purſe to _— tim any foode, and at laſt to — 
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fo; them. Aſke what thou wilt, Mcroury, quoth be, and 
done. Why then quothhe, grant that foz this good - turne they 
haus done mee, they mayeuer ſpend a groat aloe they can oarng 
two pence It ſhall be granted, quoth he. Mercury as ſeongas lu- 
= has ſaid the wozd, hee bethought himſelfe , and ſaid ! Nay, 

t that they map earne a groat afoze thep ſpend two pence,foz 
my tongue Clipt at the firſt, Well, Mercury, quoth hee, it can- 
not be retal d, the firſt wich muſt ſtand: and hereof by Mercuries 
boone it grew, that all of the Gentle-craft ave ſuch good fel- 
lowes, and ſpendthzifts. But howſoeucr, none of thaſe thzee,nel- 
= Shoomaker, Tanner, noz Currier, ſhall be accepted to bee ol 

Jurp. : , 

As they went away with fleas in their eares, being thus taunted 

by Cloth bꝛerches, we might ſee where there came atroupe of — 
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ent Gentlemen; with their Seruingmen attending vpon them The 
tazemoſt was agreat old man, with a white beard,all in Ruſet,and 
afaire blacke cloake on his backs , and attending on hum hee had 
fome fine men: their cognizance,as J remember, was a Peacocke 
without a tayle : the other two that accompanied him, (@med mea” 
ner then himſelfe : but pet Gentlemen of good Wozſhip : whers- 
vpon J went towards them, and ſaluted them, and was ſo bold as 
to queſtion what they were, and of the ir buſineſſe.

J will inguire ſaid I, and with that epping to 
them, I demanded their names: and very courteouſip the one ſatd he 
was a Bꝛewer, the other a Butcher, the third a Baker, the fourth 
a Uicaaler, Pearing what thep were, J was glad, gelling ith 
they were ſo honeſt (ubllantiall men, that they would helpe to 

make. 
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make bp the Jury; when Ueluet bzeeches with a grim and fowe 
countenance gaue them this challenge: I hold it not ncccfſary 
( quoth der) that theſe baue any thing to veale in my cavfe, 
uch J am at ovdes with them all at leaſt in fozty pounds apicte, 
fo; this ſeuen yeere haue J beene indebted vnto them foz Bzead, 
Bieke, Beers, and other Uickuals : then fith they haue credi- 
ted me long, and Jhane had ſo little care to pay them, I doubt 
now they will revenge themſelnes , and pelle againſt me in the 
Uerdict. Pay (quoth J) the rather will they hold on pour part,foz 
if they be honeſt wiſe men (as they ſeeme to be) they will be care 
full of pour pzeferment, ſceing the moze highly you are aduanff, 
the moze like are they to come by their owne. Af therefoze pou 
can obiect no other points of diſhoneſty againſt them, I ſee no 
reaſon why they ſhould be put by. It pou do not (quoth Cloth bzee- 
ches) then heare me, and J will pꝛoue them vafit to haue any dea- 
lings heere, and firft fo; the Butcher: J pzay you goodman Kilcalfe, 
what hanock play pon with puffing vp of meate, and blowing with 
pour Pzicker as pou flay it? haue you not pour artificiall knane- 
ries to ſet out your meate with pꝛicks, ans then ſweare hee hath 
moze foz money then euer vou bought: ta ſell a piece of an old Cow, 
foz a chop of a yong xe, to waſh yur old meat that bath dung wet- 
ftead of a pong weather: and although you imow it is hurtfull,e foʒ- 
bidden bythe ſtatutes to flaypour hides,ſkins,backs, with cuts and 
faſhes,to the impoueriſhing of the poze Shomaker when he buyes 
it: yet J pꝛay you how many llaughters doe pon make in a pooze 
Calues ſkin? Dh Butcher, a long Lent be pour puniſhment:foz you 
make no conſcience in decetuing the poze. And von Byewer, that 
grow to be wozth fozty thouſand pounds by ſelling of ſodden wa⸗ 
ter, what ſabtilty haue vou in making pour Bere, to ſpare the 
Malt, and put in moze of the Hop to make pour din (be Barlp ne⸗ 
uet ſo cheape )not a whit the tronger,and pet neuer ſell a whit the 
moze ineaſure foz money ; Yu can, when you haue taken all p hart 
of the Pault awap, then clap on ftoze of water,'tis cheape inough, 
and maſh out a tunning of ſmall Beere, that it ſcoures a mans 
maw like Renniſh wine : in pour conſcience how many barrels 


d;aw pou out of a quarter of malt: =_ I conccale pour falſhood, 
2 leaſt 
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leaſt I ſhould bee foo boa in ſetting downe pour faults. And faz 
pou, goodman Baker, vou that loue to be ſeen in the open Parket 
place vpon the Pillozyp, the wozld crpes out of pour wilinefle , pou 
crane but one deare peere to make pour Daughter a Gentlews- 
man: pou buy pour cozne at the beſt hand, and vet will not be con- 
tent to make pour bzead weight by many ounces: pou put in Peſt, 
and Walt, to make it heauv, and pet all pour policy cannot make it, 
but yon fine foz the Piliozy. The pooze cry aut, the rich finde 
fault, and the Lozd Paioz , and the Sherifs, like Yonozable and 
TU9zſhipfull Pagiſtrates,ecuery day walk abzoad and weigh pour 
bzead, and pet all will not ſerue to make you honeſt men: but were 
extremitie vſed, and the Statute pat in the higheſt degree in pzac- 
tice, pon would haue as few eares on your beads, as the Collier. 
Lat, to pou, Tom Zapfter, that tap pour ſmall Cans of Bare to 
the pooze, and pet fill them halte full of froth, that card pour beere 
(it pou ſee pour gheſts begin to be zzunke) halle ſmall,and ſtrong: 
pou cannot bee content to pinch them with your ſmall pots, and 
pour Oftrie Faggots: but haue pour trugges, ts dgaw mon on to 
villany, and to bzing cuſtomers to pour houſe , where you ſell a 
iopnt of meat foz twelue pence, that coſt pou ſcarce ſire : and if any 
chance to goe on the ſcoze,you ſcoʒe him when he is aſlcepe, and ſet 
vp agroat a day, moꝛe then he bath, tu nde you dzinking pots wtth 
pour companions. To be ſho2t, thou art a Knaue, and I like not of 
anp of the reſt, the way lies befoze pou, and therefoze you may bee 
gone,foz pou ſhall be none of the Nueft. 

Iſmilyd to ſee Cloth bzeeches ſo peremptozy : when 1 ſaw fine 
fat fellowes, all in Damaſke Coats, and Gownes welter with 
Uelnet , very bzaue, and in great conſultation, as if they were to 
deterintne of ſome weighty matter. Dꝛawing neere, J ſaw they 
were wealthy Citizens: ſo J went, and reuerently ſaluted them, 
a d told them how wee needed their aide, about the appeaſing of 
a controuerſte: ſhewing them where the Knight, Eſquire, and 
other ſtayed , till we might finde men to fill vp the Jury: they were 
contented: but Uelnet bzeeches excepted againſt foure of thrm,and 
ſaid. they were none of his friends: that was the Perchant, Oold⸗ 
ſinith, Mercer, and Dꝛaper. Vis allegations were theſe, that they 
were all feathered of one wing, to fetch in vong Gentlemen by 
com 
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commodities, vndet the colour of lending of money, Foz the Mer⸗ 
chant, he deliuered the Jron, Zinne, Lead, Yops , Sugars, Spi- 
ces, Oples, bzowne paper, oz whatſoeuer elle, from ſir moneths, to 
fre moneths : Which when the paoze Gentleman came to ſell a- 
gaine, hee could not make thzeeſcoze and ten in the hundzed, beſide 
the vſury. The Percer, hee followeth the pong Upſtart Gentle- 
man, that hath no gouernment of himſelfe , and he f&deth his hu- 
mour to goe hh. :; be ſhallnot want Silkes, Sattins,Ueluets.to 
pzanke abzoad in po pompe ; but with this pꝛouiſo, that he muſt 
binde ouer his Land in a Statute Parchant, o Staple, and ſo at 
laſt fozfeit all vnto the mercileCe Perter, and leaue himſelfe neuer 
a foote of ground in England, which is the reaſon, that foz a few 
remnants of Telaets, and kes, the Percer creepeth into whole 
Lozvſhips. The Gold(mith is not behinde, foz moſt of them 
dealt with Uſury, and let pong Gentlemen haue commodities of 
Plate, foz ten inthe hundzed , but they muſt loſe thefaſhion in ſel- 
hing i againe, (which cuts them ſoze) beſive, they are moſt of them 
ſkily in Alcumy, and can temper metals ſhzewdly, with ns little 
p20fit to themſelues, and diſaduantage to the buier , beſide puffe 

rings, and quaint conceits which J omit. And ſs foz you,Dzaper, 
de fetcheth them off fo; Liuery Cloth, and Cloth fag ix months and 
lire, and pet hath he moze knacks in his Budget,foz he hath ſo darke 
a ſhop, that ne man can well chuſe a piece of Cloth, it ſo ſhadowes 
the Die and the Thzed,a man ſhall be decciued in the Wooll and 
the Nappe, they cauſe the Clothwozker ſo to pꝛeſſe them: beſide,hee 
impoſeth this charge to the Clotbhwozker, that he dzaw his Cloth 
and pull it paſſing hard when he ſets it vpon the Tenters, that hee 
— it full bzeadth and length, till Thzed and all teare and rent 
ces: what care thep foz that? haue they not a dzawer to ſerne 
their turne, to dzaw and ſeame vp the holes ſo cunningly that it hal 
neuer be eſpied: My ſelfe hath ſeene in one bzoad Cloth eightene 
ſcoze holes tozne,rackt and puld by the Clothwoz;ker, only to pleaſe 
the Dꝛaper, and dete tue the common wealth. Co be ſhozt,the Cloths 
wozker, what with rowing £ ſetting in a fine nap, with powdering 
it and pzefling it, with cheering the wooll to the pzofe of the thzed, 
deale ſo cunningly,that they pzoue themſelues the Dꝛapers mini- 
fer to execute his ſubtilties, 1 il he chance to come, let on 
3 e 
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be remembꝛed. Now,Sir,foz the Aintner, he is an honef ſubtan- 
tial! man,afriend to all good fellowes, and truelymp friend foz my 
monep, and woꝛthy to be of the Jurp. x 

Why (quoth Cloth bzeeches) q am of another minve , foz I holy 
him as deceitfull as any of the reſt. What,the Uintner ? whv,he is 
a kinde of Negromancer : foz at midnight, when all men are in ben, 
then he,fozſooth,fals to his charmes and ſpels, ſo that hee tumbles 
one Yogsbead into another, and can make a cup of Claret that hath 
lot his colour,looke high, with a daſh of Red wine at his pleaſure. 
If he hath a ſtrong Gaſcoine' Mine, fo; feare it ſhouls make his 
gheſts too ſoone dzunke; he can allay it with a ſmall Rochel winec 
he can cheriſh vp white wine, with Backe: and perhaps if you biy 
him waſh the pot cleane when hee goes to dzaw pou a quart of 
Wine, be will leaue alittle water in the bottome, and then dzaw 
it full of Wine. And what if he doe ? tis no harme, wine and water 
is good againſt the heat of the Liner. It were infinite to rehearſe 
the iuggling of Aintners, the diſozder of their houſes ; eſpecially 
of the perſons that frequent them: aud therefoze fith Uelnet bzee- 
ches hath put by the Goldſmith, Mercer, and Dzaper, the 
Uintner ſhall goe them foz company. As theſe were going a- 
way in a ſu ce. foz being thus plainely taunted: we might ſ& a mad 
merry crue come leaping ouer the field as frolikely,as if they ought 
not all the woꝛld two pence: and dzawing nerer,we might perteiue 
that either bottle Ale oz Beere had made a frap with them: foz the 
lifting of their feet, ſhewed the lightneCe of their heads. The foz- 
moſt was aplaine countrep Sir lohn,oz Aitar, that pzoclaimed by 
the redncs of his noſe, het div oftner goe into the Alchouſe, then the 
Pulpit: and him Jaſked, what they were, and whither they wert 
going? That are pon, qd. the P2icſt, that ſtand by the highway ts 
cramine me, s my friends? here's none in mp company but are able 
to ani werte foz thewſelnes. J ſceing they were all ſet on a merry pin, 
told the tauſe. and how the controucrfic grew betwirt Cloth wer- 
ches, and Ucinet bzceches , and that wee r@ded them to bee of the 
Queſt Barry (quoth Sit lohn) a good mation: know, theſe all are 
my pariſhione rs, and we haut been dzinking with a pooze man, and 
ſpending our money with bim: a neighbour of ours that bath loſt a 


Cow. Now foz aur names, and our trades, this is a Smith, the ſe⸗ 
cond, 
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cond,a Weacer; the third, a Piller ; the fourth, a Coke; the fift , 4 
Carpenter;the ſixt,a Glouer;the ſeuenth,a edler the cight,a Tin.

I, Sir , foz the 
woꝛld was neuer in quiet: deuotion,neighbourhood,10; hoſpitality 
neuer flouriſhed in this Land, ſince ſuch vpſtart boyes, + thittle wit ⸗ 
ted foles became of the minifterp. J cannot teil, they pꝛeach faith,

fo Fides ſolum jultificar,” that they haue pzeached god wozkes 
guite out of our pariſh: apoze man ſhall as ſone b:cake his neck as

This is my life, J ſpend my lining 
with my Pariſhioners : A ſeeke to doe all good, and J offer no man 
harme. Well, (qv. Cloth bzceches) I warrant thou art an honeſt 
Uicar,and therefoge ſtand by, thou ſhalt be one of the Queſt. And 
foz yon, Smith, J ſee no great fault in pou ; you earne pour li- 
ning with the ſweat of your bzowes,and there can be no great kna- 
nery in pou : one ly I would hanepou to mend pour life fo; dzink- 
ing · fith you are neuer at quiet, vnleſſe the pot be fill at pour noſe, 
But you, Weauer,the Pzonerb puts pon down foz a craftp knane:
